GEN, GRANT'S TOUR. 


The first sunstroke o f the season occurred at 
New York Friday . 
M. De Frey cinet has declined to form a 
ministry in France. 
The queen o f the Sandwich islands will sail 
from New York on Wednesday , with her suite, 
for Europe. 
Col. Richard West, the famous breeder of 
Jay -E}'e-See and other well-known trotters, 
died at Lex ing ton, Ky ., Friday . 
Sev enteen thousand dollars in g old and cur­ 
rency were stolen from the house o f John W. 
Spay d, a wealthy citizen of Greenv ille, Ohio, 
Thursday nig ht 
The Virginia senate Friday passed 
a joint 
fesolu tion reaffirming the determination of 
the state to stand by the Riddleberger law, 
Mid Calling on the jieople to pay their taxes in 
money and not in cou pons. 
The su spension order issu ed by the inter­ 
state commerce commission in the case of the 
Union Pacific and Sou thern Pacific railroads 
has been enlarged so as to embrace the Den­ 
ver & Itio Grande railroad. 
A dispaU-li from the City of Mexico says 
one of the leading banks of that city has been 
robbed of abou t £ 100,QOd, which was 4aken 
from the vau lts several nights ago.

tails are given, as the detectives who are 
“working u p the case” have imposed silence 


ujkjii all who are acqu ainted with the facta 
The Knights of Labor in Chicago have in a 
measu re taken u p the cau se of the locked-ou t 
bricklayers, and are discu ssing the propriety 
of retaining cou nsel to prosecu te for conspir­ 
acy the material dealers who refu se to sell 
brick, lime, sand, etc., u nless they lx‘ granted 
a i>ermit to do so by the bu ilders’ and traders’ 
exchange. 
There is every prospect of a thorou gh de­ 
moralization in western railway rates soon. 
The Bu rlington & Northern, which has little 
local bu siness, threatens to cu t the throu gh 
rate, St. Pau l to Chicago, and the Milwaukee 
& St. Pau l will retaliate by making a cut on 
the Omaha bu siness. 
In that event a general 
war wou ld ensu e. 
R. G. Du n & Co., in their weekly trade re­ 
view, tu ke a generally favorable view of the 
situ ation. The most inqiortant effects of the 
inter-state commerce act noted are the “de­ 
cline of trade of larger centers of distribu tion 
and manu factu re and increase of,distribu tion 
at smaller towns, with u prising of new manu ­ 
factu ring works at many localities.”

Priest Threatened with Eaco m. uinica­ 
tio n—Dr. McGly nn Decline* to Talk, and 
Henry Geo rge la Incredulo us. 
Js’kw York, May 33.—Archbishop cv>rri 
gan has received a letter from Pope I^o XIII. 
in which the pope acknowledges the receipt of 
the archbishop's letter stating the case of Dr. 
McGlynn and other priests who hold to the 
doctrine of Henry George, “ in which you 
lament the contumacious disobedience of a 
priest, one of your subjects, not only toward 
yourself, but also toward the ApostolUc See, 
and anxiously seek to bring before the su­ 
preme tribunal of our authority” the doc­ 
trines referred to. The pope says he has consid­ 
ered the facts and commends the archbishop’s 
firmness and signal charity, and sees with 
great grief the rebellion against the arch­ 
bishop, brought about through the craftily- 
devised machinations and open conspiracy of 
factitious men. “ And our anguish was all the 
greater” to learn that McGlynn is not alone 
in his contumacy, although the great body of 
clergy and laity are still obedient and loyal. 
The labors o f the archbishop to crush this re­ 
bellion are approved, and his long suffering 
under slander and reproach praised and he is 
enjoined to apply all his strength to the work 
of the ” salvation o f souls anti defending the 
sanctity of faith and discipline. 
Still the pope would have the arbhbishop 
leave nothing untried to win back the erring, 
but assures him that he (the pope) “will never 
permit any injury to your good name and 
dignity, much lees to the authority of this 
apostolic see, and we will not Tail to make 
known to you, through the sac rod congrega­ 
tion of the propaganda, timely measures for 
» the correction of the rebellious.” 
The letter closes with a prayer that God 
■will console the archbishop in his many cares 
and trials, and with the l>estowal of the apos­ 
tolic benediction to the archbishop, the clergy 
and the people committed to his charge. 
Dr. McGlynn declined to say anything 
about the above letter at this time, and Henry 
George says it whs in answer to a garbled re­ 
port sent by the archbishop, and when the 
pope heard the other Side he would write dif­ 
ferently. 
Henry George presided at Saturday night s 
meeting of the Anti-Poverty society in the 
Academy of Music. 
The building was filled 
to overflowing by an enthusiastic audience. 
When Mr. George began an address by re­ 
ferring to the pope’s letter to Archbishop Cor­ 
rigan there wus an outburst of cheering for 
Dr. McGlynn which lasted several minutes. 
Mr. George, after admitting that the ex­ 
pressions in the letter pointed to excommuni­ 
cation, said: “Terrible as that penalty is, I 
believe Dr. McGlynn will l>e true to bis con­ 
victions. 
The priest McGlynn is made of the 
stuff that martyrs are made of. [Applause.] 
To-night he is in Jersey City preaching the 
■pos.s of the new crusade, and next Snndnj 
night he will speak ou this platform.” [Great 
applause] 
Michael Clark, secretary of the society, 
spoke of the “ brutal eviction” of Dr. Mc- 
G-lynn from bis pulpit, and declared that in 
the letter published Sunday the popo was not 
peaking ex cathedra as head of the church 
to the universal church, and therefore the 
church has not yet endorsed the doctrine of 
land taxation. 
Rev. KughO. Pentecost, the eloquent pastor 
of the Bellevue Avenue Church, Newurk, was 
flu* principal sjxmker of the evening. 
J e r s e y City, May 23.—Dr. McGlynn spoke 
Sunday night at the Academy of Music on

This she loosed, a nd 
then, ha ving bent down a nd gently kissed the 
white forehea d of the dea d ma n, she uiuli 1 
tho va se, a nd sprinkled its contents ca refully 
over the form, ta king, I observed, the grea t­ 
est preca utions a ga inst a ny drop of them 
touching us or herself, a nd then poured out 
wha t rema ined of the liquid upon the chest 
a nd hea d. 
Insta ntly a dense va por a rose, 
a nd the ca ve wa s filled with choking fumes 
tha t prevented us from seeing a nything while 
the dea dly a cid (for I presume’it wa s some 
tremendous prepa ra tion of tha t sdN) did its 
work.
